a few days instead of taking all 
summer for the trip as it does 
now.

G. A. Tervo Kills Four 
Grizzlys at One Time 


Canadian Customs Officer Tackles 
a Pack of Five Grizzlys With 
Only Eleven Rounds of 
Ammunition 


A new record in game hunting 
was established this week when 





G. A. Tervo brought down four) 


grizzlys in as many minutes. 

During the past season 25 no- 
table big game hunters from the 
East visited the Cassiar and were 
eminently successful, but they 
will all have to take their hats 
off to Mr. Tervo, the Canadian 
Collector of Customs at the Boun- 
dary. 

Last Saturday evening Mr. 
Tervo was canoing on the Stikine 
when he spied a pack of five 
grizzlys near the river bank. He 
had only 11 cartridges in his rifle 
and none in his belt, but he 
quietly drew up close to the bank 
and opened fire. He brought 
down four of the five grizzlys be- 
fore exhausting his ammunition. 

The shooting attracted the at- 
tention of Messrs. Gale and Fin- 
ley Hunter, two big game hunt- 
ers who were nearby. They hur- 
ried to the scene, but by the 
time they got there it was so 
dark that it was difficult to shoot 
and four wounded grizzlys were 
something to reckon with. The 
Hunter brothers opened fire on 
the mass of seething grizzlys, 
and after about 50 rounds had 
been fired the ebullition ceased, 
and the party advanced and took 
possession of the carcasses. 

It is said that Mr. Tervo, in- 
stead of being elated over his 
prowess, was terribly humiliated 
over having let the fifth grizzly 
escape. 

Before going into the business 
of killing grizzlys by the whole- 
sale Mr. Tervo had previously 
killed five grizzlys this season. 

In view of the terrible destruc- 
tion that follows in the wake of 
Mr. Tervo when he is out for 
pastime, one naturally wonders 
what would have happened if he 
had ever gotten to the front dur- 
ing the war.

The cannery tender, Homer, be-
